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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

for  the 

URBAN  DISTRICT  OF  PONTYPOOL 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1965. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Pontypool  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

My  annual  public  health  report  for  this  district  for  the  year 
1965  is  presented  for  your  information  in  the  usual  form. 

This  report  has  been  compiled  to  satisfy  Regulations  5(3)  and 
15(5)  of  the  Public  Health  Offic<§  Regulations,  1959,  and  the 
instructions  embodied  in  circular  1/66  (Wales)  dated  11th  January, 
1966,  from  Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

General  Comments 

it  was  again  an  uneventful  year  as  regards  the  occurrence  of 
any  serious  notifiable  diseases  and  the  main  incidents  were  confined 
to  the  occurrence  of  a small  number  of  cases  of  measles  and 
sonne  dysentery.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  notified  cases  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  experienced  in  1964  showed  a slight  fall 
for  1965,  and  it  would  appear  that  the  yearly  incidence  figure  for 
this  disease  is  likely  to  settle  at  about  twelve  for  the  time  being  for 
this  district.  There  was  no  mass  radiography  survey  of  the  general 
public  this  year  since  one  had  taken  place  during  the  previous 
year,  but  two  factory  surveys  were  undertaken  with  good  attendance 
figures. 

The  representation  of  unfit  properties  for  clearance  was 
vigorously  pursued  again  this  year  despite  a temporary  staff  short- 
age, and  over  one  hundred  houses  were  represented  either  as 
“ individual  unfits  ” or  by  way  of  clearance  areas.  It  is  noted  that 
1,081  unfit  properties  have  now  been  represented  since  1956  and  it 
is  proposed,  unless  unavoidably  prevented,  to  continue  at  a rate 
of  something  in  excess  of  one  hundred  properties  per  year  for  the 
next  ten  years  and  thereby  end  the  slum  problem  for  this  district. 

There  is  no  measurable  fluoride  content  in  this  district’s  water 
supplies  and  the  children  continue  to  be  deprived,  with  the  usual 
excess  of  dental  decay,  of  the  lp.p.  million  fluoridation  recom- 
mended by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  confer  benefits  to  dental  (and, 
in  consequence,  general)  health  greatly  exceeding  the  cost  of  in- 
troducing it.  The  Minister,  having  been  advised  on  all  the  pros  and 
cons,  is  convinced  that  fluoridation  of  our  water  supplies  is  com- 
pletely safe  in  the  dosage  laid  down.  This  Authority  considered 
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the  matter  again  during  the  year  in  relation  to  circular  15/65 
(Wales)  and  reaffirmed  their  previous  decision  in  favour  of  fluorida- 
tion of  the  district’s  public  water  supplies  despite  propaganda  from 
the  anti-fluoridation  elements.  We  are  still  awaiting  action  by  the 
County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority  to  implement 
fluoridation  to  the  level  appropriate  for  the  reduction  of  dental 
decay. 

The  village  of  Penyrheol  has,  eventually,  been  provided  with 
a proper  mains  water  supply  and  the  work  was  completed  during 
the  year  by  the  Pontypool  and  District  Water  Company.  There  is 
no  part  of  the  district  remaining  without  a piped  supply  of  treated 
water.  The  public  water  supplies  to  the  whole  district  during  the 
year  left  nothing  to  be  desired  from  the  aspect  of  both  quantity 
and  quality  as  shown  by  the  absence  of  restrictions  in  supply  and 
the  excellent  results  obtained  on  bacteriological  analysis  of 
numerous  samples. 

Physical  Features 

The  Pontypool  Urban  District  is  situated  on  the  eastern  out- 
crop of  the  South  Wales  Coalfield  and  occupies  an  area  of  15,907 
acres.  The  mining  areas  in  the  District  are  in  general  away  from 
the  centres  of  population. 

The  altitude  varies  from  1,789  feet  above  sea  level  at  Mynydd 
Varteg  Fawr  in  Abersychan  Parish  to  178*7  feet  above  sea 
level  at  the  Sor,  Cwmbwrrwch,  in  the  Panteg  Parish.  The  altitude 
at  the  Town  Hall  is  431  feet  above  sea  level.  The  populated  portion 
of  the  Urban  District  is  mainly  contained  in  a narrow  valley.

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It  is  noted  that  the  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimates  of 
population  again  show  a drop  of  slightly  under  300  for  the  year 
despite  a natural  increase  per  year  in  recent  years  of  about  150. 
This  is  surely  due  in  the  main  to  the  drift  of  the  young  married 
couples,  who  are  the  potential  family  makers,  to  other  areas  where 
housing  accommodation  is  readily  available  to  them,  even  though 
costly.  It  is  imperative  for  any  district  wishing  to  hold  its  popula- 
tion figures  to  cater  for  this  category  by  building  sufficient  suitable 
flats. 


The  main  heavy  industries  in  the  district  include  coal  mining, 
the  manufacture  of  stainless  steel  and  glass  making.  The  main 
light  industries  include  the  manufacture  of  nylon  yam  and  the 
making  of  soft  toys.

The  live  births  allocated  to  this  district  for  1965  numbered 
694  (356  males  and  338  females),  which  was  an  increase  of  33  over 
the  previous  year.  The  694  live  births  were  made  up  of  667  (336 
males  and  331  females)  legitimate  births  and  27  (20  males  and  7 
females)  illegitimate  births. 

The  natural  increase  (excess  of  births  over  deaths)  for  this 
year  was  227  as  compared  with  160  in  the  previous  year. 

Stillbirths  allocated  to  the  district  for  1965  totalled  21  (6  males 
and  15  females)  and  one  of  these  was  illegitimate. 

The  stillbirth  rate  per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths  for  the 
year  was  29.4. 

The  live  birth  rate  at  18.0  per  1,000  population  has  reached 
its  highest  in  recent  years. 

The  local  birth  rate  of  18.0  must  be  multiplied  by  a factor  of 
1.11  to  give  an  adjusted  rate  of  20.0  before  a comparison  is  made 
with  the  national  birth  rate  for  this  year  which  is  18.1.

The  number  of  deaths  allocated  to  the  district  for  1965  was 
467  (257  males  and  210  females),  which  shows  a decrease  of  34 
as  compared  with  the  previous  year  and  in  fact  the  lowest  figure 
since  1958.  The  crude  death  rate  per  1,000  population  was  12.1. 

The  allocation  of  these  deaths  to  cause  and  in  sex  groups  is 
in  table  V. 

The  cancers  caused  73  deaths  (43  males  and  30  females)  or 
15.3%  of  the  total  deaths.  Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  caused 
18  deaths  (15  males  and  3 females),  compared  with  26  for  the 
previous  year. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  caused  266  deaths  (140 
males  and  126  females),  or  57%  of  the  total  deaths. 

No  death  was  assigned  to  maternal  causes  during  this  year. 

Motor  vehicle  accidents  caused  7 deaths  (5  males  and  2 
females). 

All  other  accidents  caused  9 deaths  (5  males  and  4 females). 

There  was  one  death  (a  female)  allocated  to  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  2 deaths  (both  females)  allocated  to  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  (excluding  tuberculosis  and 
cancer  of  the  lung)  caused  60  deaths  (35  males  and  25  females),  or 
12.8%  of  the  total  deaths. 

The  local  crude  death  rate  of  12.1  must  be  multiplied  by  a 
comparability  factor  of  1.05  to  give  an  adjusted  rate  of  12.7  before 
it  can  be  compared  with  the  national  rate  for  the  year,  which 
was  11.5.

There  were  14  infant  deaths  (8  males  and  6 females)  assigned 
to  this  district  for  this  year,  of  which  one  (a  male)  was  of  illegitimate 
birth. 


Of  the  14  infant  deaths  12  occurred  in  hospitals  and  2 at  home. 

There  were  10  infant  deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life,  11  in  the 
first  month  of  life  and  14  under  the  age  of  6 months. 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  are 
both  the  lowest  recorded  for  this  district. 

The  greatest  single  cause  of  infant  death  was  again  prematurity. 

The  infant  deaths  are  allocated  to  the  various  causes  and  in 
age  groups  in  Table  VIII. 

The  local  infant  mortality  rate  of  20.2  per  1,000  live  births 
compares  very  favourably  with  the  national  rate  of  19.0  and  the 
rate  of  21.2  for  Monmouthshire.

There  were  22  inquests  involving  15  males  and  7 females 
belonging  to  this  district  who  died  during  the  year. 

Road  accident  deaths  involved  7 persons  (5  males  and  2 
females)  including  3 drivers  (males,  aged  35  years,  25  years  and 
61  years),  1 passenger  (a  female  aged  30  years)  and  3 pedestrians 
(males  aged  71  and  85  years  and  a female  aged  8 years). 

Falls  in  the  home  caused  5 deaths  including  2 males  (aged 
27  and  96  years)  and  3 females  (aged  68,  82  and  92  years). 

The  death  from  accidental  gun  shot  wounds  involved  a boy 
aged  10  years. 

The  manslaughter  death  involved  a boy  aged  12  years,  who 
was  also  suffering  from  a malignant  condition. 

Accidents  at  work  resulted  in  the  deaths  of  3 males  aged  33, 
53  and  55  years. 
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NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 

The  notifications  of  notifiable  diseases  received  from  general 
practitioners,  hospital  medical  officers  and  chest  physicians  during 
the  year  are  shown  in  age  and  sex  groups  in  Tables  XII  and  XV. 

The  district  has  now  had  thirteen  consecutive  years  free  from 
any  notification  of  diphteria,  but  this  satisfactory  state  does  not 
mean  that  there  should  be  any  relaxation  in  the  maintenance  of 
a high  level  of  immunisation  in  the  child  population.  Adequate 
provision  is  made  in  the  district  to  enable  this  situation  to  be  met.

There  was  an  improvement  in  the  number  of  vaccinations  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year  (161  primary  vaccinations  against 
118  in  1964),  which  is  considered  a reasonable  response  in  the  face 
of  general  apathy  in  respect  of  vaccination  against  smallpox. 

The  response  to  immunisation  against  diphteria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus  is  also  considered  satisfactory,  even  if  it  still 
falls  well  short  of  being  complete.

The  chest  clinic  for  the  district  is  conveniently  situated  in  the 
town  centre  at  the  Park  Buildings. 

The  clinic  is  open  on  two  whole  days  weekly,  on  Tuesdays 
and  Thursdays,  and  is  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  district. 

The  tuberculosis  notifications  for  the  year  totalled  12,  made 
up  of  11  pulmonary  cases  (6  males  and  5 females)  and  1 non- 
pulmonary  case  (a  male).  This  total  was  two  less  than  in  the  pre- 
vious year.  There  were  no  notifications  amongst  children  and  the 
youngest  case  notified  was  22  years  of  age. 

There  were  two  mass  radiography  surveys  at  factories  in  the

Respiratory  Tuberculosis  and  Lung  Cancer  Deaths 
for  England  and  Wales  — 1965 

The  provisional  death  rate  per  million  population  for  England 
and  Wales  for  1965  for  respiratory  tuberculosis  was  42,  being  a 
further  decrease  in  mortality  for  this  disease  over  the  previous 
year  (47  in  1964). 

During  1965  the  death  rate  per  million  population  for  cancer 
of  the  lung  and  bronchus  was  553  (535  in  1964),  which  shows  a 
further  increase  in  deaths  from  this  condition. 

In  actual  figures  this  means  26,399  deaths  from  cancer  of  the 
lung  and  bronchus  and  2,008  deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis 
(the  respective  figures  for  1964  were  25,371  and  2,208  deaths).

Three  of  the  eleven  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified 
(1  male  and  2 females)  had  a positive  sputum  when  diagnosed.  One 
of  the  female  patients  was  an  advanced  case  when  discovered  and 
died  within  a few  days  of  admission  to  hospital.

Action  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948, 
was  not  considered  necessary  for  the  compulsory  removal  of  any 
person  in  need  of  care  and  attention  during  the  year. 

Superannuation  Acts,  1937 — 1953 

During  the  year  48  medical  examinations  were  carried  out  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  Council  employees  in  connection 
with  the  above  Acts.  One  medical  examination  was  carried  out  on 
an  employee  in  connection  with  a “ break-down  ” pension  and  the 
necessary  certificate  issued. 

Staff  and  Accommodation 

The  Public  Health  Department  moved  from  the  Library 
Buildings  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  new  offices  located  at  the 
former  police  station  and  this  is  the  first  time,  in  my  view,  that  the 
Department  has  been  properly  housed  since  I became  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  1949. 

The  district  remained  short  of  one  district  public  health 
inspector  from  the  time  Inspector  Wilkins  resigned  in  August,  1963. 
until  June,  1965,  when  Mr.  D.  H.  Thomas  was  appointed.  Despite 
this  shortage  a very  creditable  extra  effort  was  made  by  the  remain- 
ing staff  to  maintain  our  slum  clearance  programme  at  its  target 
level  for  this  year.  Mr.  Thomas,  who  returns  to  us  as  a former 
pupil  inspector  of  this  authority,  is  devoting  his  energies  mainly 
to  sampling  work  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act;  bacteriological 
sampling  of  water  supplies,  milk,  ice  cream  and  swimming  baths; 
sampling  in  connection  with  atmospheric  pollution  and  attending 
to  deposit  gauges,  volumetric  apparatus  and  sulphur  dioxide 
measurement;  dealing  with  all  food  complaints  for  the  district; 
all  inspections  of  food  premises  in  connection  with  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  and  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act,  1963,  in  co-operation  with  the  Enforcement  Officer. 

The  Enforcement  Officer,  Mr.  Craik,  has  been  off  ill  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  and  his  work  is  in  abeyance. 

The  pupil  public  health  inspector,  Mr.  R.  G.  Morgan,  qualified 
during  the  year  and  secured  a post  easily  as  a district  inspector 
with  another  authority. 

A new  pupil  inspector,  Mr.  D.  K.  Seaboume,  was  appointed 
in  October,  1965,  and  he  has  settled  in  well. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their  loyal 
co-operation  and  good  work  during  the  year. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  our  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  Councillor  H.  J.  Rosser,  who  has  been  most  helpful. 
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PUBLIC  ANALYST’S  REPORT 


I am  indebted  to  Dr.  G.  V.  James,  m.b.e.,  m.sc.,  f.r.i.c.,  Public 
Analyst  to  the  Council,  for  the  following  report  on  the  work  carried 
out  by  him  for  this  Authority  during  the  year  1965. 

1 have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year 
1965,  which  follows  the  lines  of  previous  ones  for  purposes  of 
uniformity  of  classification. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 

During  the  year  a total  of  177  samples  were  examined,  of 
which  110  were  informal  samples,  and  the  remaining  67  were 
formal  samples. 

Adulterations  and  Irregularities 

One  milk  bottle  showed  stains  due  to  dirt,  vegetable  matter 
and  algae. 

One  sample  of  Decolorized  Iodine  contained  an  excess  of 
iodine  and  a deficiency  of  ammonia  due  to  reaction  of  ammonia 
with  the  cork.  This  sample  was  of  an  experimental  nature. 

A sample  of  Cornish  pasty  contained  the  body  of  a fly  baked 
in  it.  A further  sample  showed  presence  of  charred  material,  whilst 
some  meat  pies  were  mouldy. 

One  sample  of  bread  contained  dirty  oily  dough,  which 
reflected  on  the  hygienic  conditions  in  the  bakery,  whilst  a further 
sample  contained  twisted  cotton. 

A sample  of  frozen  peas  contained  a fly  of  the  “ blue  bottle  ” 

type. 

A sample  of  corned  beef  was  stale  and  the  meat  had  an  odour 
of  mineral  oil. 

An  ice  cream  lollipop  label  infringed  the  Labelling  of  Food 
Order. 

The  Adulteration  rate  is  5.65%,  which  is  a considerable 
increase  over  recent  years. 

Milk 

Twenty-nine  samples  were  taken  in  course  of  sale  to  the  Public, 
and  the  average  composition  was: — 

FAT  3.78%,  SOLIDS  NOT  FAT  9.00%,  TOTAL  SOLIDS 
12.78%. 

These  samples  were  all  genuine,  except  for  the  one  sample, 
previously  mentioned,  which  was  dirty. 
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Dairy  and  Allied  Products 

Thirty-four  samples  of  butter,  cream,  cooking  fat,  ice-cream 
and  ice  lollies  were  received,  and  except  for  the  labelling  of  an  ice 
lolly  these  samples  were  all  satisfactory. 

Meat  and  Fish  Products  and  Pastes 

Twenty-three  samples  of  this  class  of  product  were  received 
and  except  for  the  four  samples  previously  mentioned  as  adulterated, 
all  were  genuine. 

Wines,  Spirits  and  Beverage  Preparations 

Seven  samples  were  received  and  were  genuine. 

Cereals  and  Farinaceous  Products 

Twelve  samples  were  received  of  bread,  biscuits,  toast,  etc. 
and  except  for  the  two  samples  previously  referred  to  were  all 
genuine. 

Jam,  Dried  Fruit  etc. 

Six  samples  were  submitted,  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

Sweets 

Seven  samples  were  examined  and  found  to  be  fit  for  con- 
sumption. 

Drugs 

Thirteen  samples  were  submitted  and  conformed  with  the 
declarations  on  the  labels  or  the  requirements  of  the  B.P.  or  other 
official  descriptions,  except  for  the  experimental  sample  already 
mentioned. 

Spices,  Sauces  and  Vinegar 

Five  samples  were  received  and  all  were  genuine. 

Fresh  Fruit 

In  view  of  recent  newspaper  comment  on  pesticide  and  other 
residues  on  foodstuffs,  it  is  of  interest  to  point  out  that  two  samples 
of  apples  and  oranges  were  received,  and  were  free  from  con- 
taminants. 


Miscellaneous  Samples 

Thirty-nine  samples  of  unclassified  foodstuff's,  including 
tinned  fruit,  tinned  and  frozen  vegetables,  gelatine,  sage  and  onion 
stuffing  were  received  and,  except  for  the  sample  of  frozen  peas 
referred  to  already,  conformed  with  the  requirements  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955. 
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Water  Examination 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  examinations  continue  to  be 
made  on  the  sources  of  water  supplied  to  the  Urban  District  and  an 
excellent  standard  of  purity  is  maintained.  About  250  samples  are 
examined  annually,  and  were  submitted  by  both  the  Urban  District 
and  the  Water  Undertaking. 

Sewage  Disposal 

Regular  samples  of  sewage  and  effluents  continue  to  be  sub- 
mitted by  the  Eastern  Valley  (Mon)  Joint  Sewerage  Board  for  the 
Ponthir  treatment  plant,  and  the  results  are  good. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

Regular  measurements  continue  to  be  made,  the  results  are 
summarized  in  Tables  1 and  II.  Domestic  pollution  is  still  serious, 
but  some  areas,  notably  New  Inn,  are  affected  by  industrial  pol- 
lution. These  results  should  be  read  in  conjunction  with  the  work 
of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  using  the  volumetric  instru- 
ments. 


Radio-activity 

In  accordance  with  the  County  Monitoring  Scheme  regular 
samples  of  air,  rainwater,  drinking  water  and  sewage  continue  to 
be  monitored,  the  results  continuing  to  be  at  a satisfactorily  low 
level  and  below  the  levels  of  radioactivity  considered  to  be  safe  by 
the  M.R.C.

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WATER  SUPPLIES  — 1965 


I am  indebted  to  H.  D.  Linton,  Esq.,  a.m.inst.c.e.,  a.m.inst.w.e., 
f.a.w.o.,  Engineer  and  Manager  to  the  Pontypool  and  District 
Water  Company,  who  are  the  Statutory  Water  Undertakers  for  this 
Urban  District,  for  the  following  report  for  1965. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  statistics  relating  to  the  Com- 
pany’s water  supply  for  1965. 

Total  quantity  of  water  distributed  during  1965  was  925  m.g. 
which  is  equal  to  approximately  2.53  m.g.p.d.  The  rainfall  taken  at 
Penyrheol  Reservoir  for  the  period  1st  January  to  31st  December, 
1965  inclusive  was  61.89",  which  is  only  slightly  more  than  average. 
In  fact  no  less  than  13.5"  fell  during  the  month  of  December,  so 
that  the  remainder  of  the  year  was  comparatively  dry.  However, 
no  difficulty  was  experienced  in  providing  a full  supply  throughout 
the  year. 

This  was  the  first  year  that  Llandegfedd  water  was  taken 
continuously  and  the  total  amount  taken  from  this  new  source  was 
214  m.g.  Owing  to  this  comparatively  large  augmentation  to  the 
Company’s  sources  it  became  unnecessary  to  take  so  much  Glyn 
Pits  water  as  previously.  Only  28  m.g.  were  taken  from  Glyn  Pits 
which  compares  with  102  m.g.  taken  the  previous  year  and  owing 
to  the  small  quantity  it  was  not  necessary  to  use  the  softening  plant 
to  deal  with  the  hard  water.  Treatment  of  the  Glyn  Pits  water  by 
Potassium  Permanganate  to  reduce  the  manganese  content  was 
successfully  carried  out  and  it  is  expected  that  no  further  manganese 
trouble  will  be  experienced. 

A pumping  and  mainlaying  scheme  to  bring  water  to  the 
village  community  of  Penyrheol  was  completed  during  the  year. 
All  consumers  including  the  “ Mountain  Air  ” Public  House  were 
successfully  connected  in  time  for  Christmas  1965  and  the  supply 
is  now  continuous. 

With  the  exception  of  the  softening  plant  all  the  Company’s 
filtration  and  treatment  stations  were  operative  during  the  year  and 
a high  quality  of  water  was  maintained,  the  average  chlorine  dose 
was  1.0  p.p.m. 

236  Bacteriological  samples  were  analysed  by  the  Public 
Health  Analyst,  Dr.  G.  V.  James,  m.b.e.,  m.sc.,  f.r.i.c.,  and  452 
Bacteriological  Samples  and  20  Chemical  Samples,  as  well  as  1,500 
routine  chlorination  residual  and  pH  tests  were  made  by  the  Com- 
pany’s Chemist  during  the  year.  In  all  2,208  samples  of  water  were 
dealt  with  and  in  addition  regular  daily  chlorination  residual  tests 
were  taken  by  the  Plant  Attendants  at  all  sources  and  stations. 
Also  4 Radio  Active  samples  were  analysed. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


I am  indebted  to  J.  M.  Williams,  Esq.,  m.a.p.h.i.,  Senior 
Public  Health  Inspector  to  the  Pontypool  Urban  District  Council, 
for  the  following  report  for  1965: — 

Water  Supplies: 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  Public  Health  Department 
took  102  samples  of  mains  water  for  bacteriological  analysis.  101 
samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory  and  it  can  safely  be  said  that  the 
piped  water  supplies  to  the  whole  of  your  area  have  been  satisfactory 
in  quality  and  quantity. 

The  Urban  area  to  the  South  of  Clarence  Street,  Pontypool, 
has  been  receiving  approximately  4.5  million  gallons  of  drinking 
water  from  the  Llandegveth  Reservoir. 

The  scheme  for  providing  the  hilltop  village  of  Penyrheol  with 
a main  supply  was  completed  during  1965  and  it  is  estimated  by  the 
Pontypool  and  District  Water  Company  that  some  40  premises 
have  now  been  connected  thereto.  This  number  includes  several 
farms,  two  public  houses  (one  outside  your  area),  a small  con- 
fectioner’s shop  and  a number  of  dwelling  houses. 

As  far  as  can  be  ascertained  there  are  not  more  than  15  dwelling 
houses  which  are  not  condemned  properties  and  served  by  common 
outside  standpipes. 


Sewerage: 

During  the  early  part  of  1965,  the  Pantygasseg  sewage  disposal 
plant  was  completed  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  department 
This  vital  plant  now  treats  some  150,000  gallons  of  domestic 
effluent  per  year  which  would  otherwise  be  discharging  into  the 
Cwmffrwd  Brook  as  crude  sewage. 


The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  also  undertook  the  re-organisation 
ot  the  subsidiary  sewer  near  Merchants  Hill,  Pontnewynydd  This 
work  involved  the  relaying  and  re-alignment  of  the  sewer  to  provide 
a more  satisfactory  fall  and  to  abate  the  continuing  nuisance  which 
has  been  arising  in  that  area  from  the  storm  overflow  tank  dis- 
chargmg  crude  sewage  into  the  brook.  The  work  was  not  quite 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  year.

Food  Control: 

(a)  Inspection  of  Food  Premises 

During  1965,  the  employment  of  the  third  Public  Health 
Inspector  to  complete  the  establishment,  gave  considerable  impetus 
to  this  aspect  of  the  Department’s  work.  Many  inspections  were 
made  and  notices  served  under  The  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations,  1960.  Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  work  of  compliance 
had  been  proceeding  satisfactorily  although  some  food  handlers 
were  slow  in  carrying  out  the  requirements.  In  two  instances  only, 
however,  had  authority  been  sought  to  proceed  summarily  against 
offenders,  but  in  these  cases  also  the  work  has  now  been  given  to  a 
builder.

The  grocer  and  the  cooked  meat  shops  are  provided  with  sinks 
and  hot  water  and  the  market  has  6 wash-hand  basins  which  are 
available  for  use  by  the  stall  holders. 

The  slaughterhouse  at  Abersychan  continued,  under  new 
management,  to  create  a public  health  and  administrative  problem. 
Whilst  conditions  are  far  better  than  previously,  even  now  the 
premises  are  not  always  in  full  compliance  with  the  Regulations, 
although  serious  efforts  are  being  made  by  the  licensee.  It  must  be 
pointed  out,  however,  that  this  slaughterhouse  has  been  in  existence 
for  many  years  and,  while  it  may  be  easier  to  plan,  organise  and 
administer  a new  premises,  the  problems  of  an  old  building  are  not 
so  easily  solved.
